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Youth told 
to share, 
love, trust

SAN DIEGO — More than 1,500 high 
school students representing 75 percent of 
the parishes in the San Diego diocese 
attended Youth Day ’88, held Oct. 26 at 
the San Diego Convention and 
Performing Arts Center. 

This year’s theme, ‘“‘Create in Me, O 
God,’’ explored the possible ways of 
discovering and how to use one’s creative 
abilities. 

Setting the mood for the day, keynote 
speaker Brian Reynolds said, ““You are 
not the future of the church, you are the 
present church.”’ 

The developer of the Christian 
Leadership Institute, a week-long 
leadership training program for high 
school youth, Reynolds is currently at the 
Center for Youth Ministry Development 
in Connecticut. 

‘‘Although you are individuals, you are 
interconnected to form a larger puzzle. 
You must recognize you are a piece of 
that puzzle and together, can make a 
change,”’ he said. 

Reynolds noted that by working 
together, youth can make changes in the 
world they live in. Included in his list of 
changes: 

¢ Love people for who they are, not 
what they look like. 

© Love babies before they are born. 

e Run through the White House with 
muddy feet. 

e¢ Turn bombs into balloons. 

¢ Help homeless children as much as 
we help trapped whales. 

‘The emphasis has been in the wrong 
places,’’ explained Reynolds. 

Preparing the students for what might 
happen if they invited God to create in 
them, he said to expect to learn 
vulnerability. 

“‘Although it can be painful, we have to 
open our hands and be willing to accept,”’ 
he said. 

Youth must also be willing to trust not 
only others but also trust in God — 
‘letting God take charge,”’ he added. 

Once one is able to trust God, the next 
step is to believe in a God that says, “‘I 
can see you even if you can’t see me,’’ he 
stated. 

The next change is to extend a 
willingness to share, ‘‘to be less 
individual,’’ Reynolds said. 

‘*And finally, be ready for a surprise. If 
you say ‘Create in Me, O God,’ be ready, 
because he just might,’’ added Reynolds. 

A general assembly for Spanish- 
speaking youth was conducted by Juan 
Mancias, director of youth and young

Purgatory — reality or theory?

Catholic tradition of praying for the 
dead is nearly half as old as the church 
itself. In the 1ith century Benedictine 
monasteries in France began to pray the 
Office of the Dead on Nov. 2 and 
celebrate Mass for the departed the 
following day. 

The prayer asking for God’s mercy for 
‘*the souls of the faithful departed”’ is as 
familiar to most Catholics as the Our 
Father. 

Church bulletins list a schedule of 
Masses that parishioners request be 
offered for their deceased family members 
and friends. 

The liturgy for the Mass of Christian 


Burial contains several prayers for the . 


soul of the one for whom the Mass is 
offered. Often a vigil service or rosary for 
the deceased person is held prior to such a 
Mass. 

These practices presuppose that the 
souls of the deceased need prayers 
because they might not be enjoying the 
glory of the saints in heaven. 

Are these souls in purgatory? If so, can 
prayers help them attain sainthood in 
heaven? What does the church teach 
about purgatory? 

The Second Vatican Council, in its 


document, ‘‘Dogmatic Constitution on 
the Church,”’ states: ‘‘Very much aware 
of the bonds linking the whole Mystical 
Body of Jesus Christ, the pilgrim church 
from the very first ages of the Christian 
religion has cultivated with great piety the 
memory of the dead. Because it is ‘a holy 
and wholesome thought to pray for the 
dead that they may be loosed from sins’ (2 
Machabees 12:46), she has also offered 
prayers for them.”’ : 


Redemptorist Father David Sharrock ~ 


writes in this month’s Ligurotan magazine 


_ that because Vatican II encouraged 


Catholics to pray for the dead, these souls 
‘‘must be someplace where our prayers 
can help them’’ — in purgatory — as 
souls in heaven do not need help and 
those in hell could not use it. 

Earlier councils — the Council of 
Lyons in the 13th century and the 
Council of Florence in the 15th century 
— ‘‘agreed in declaring that prayer and 
pious works are profitable for the souls in 
purgatory,’’ said Father Robert Kress, 
citing documents from these councils. 


Father Kress is chairman of the 


_ University of San Diego’s theological and 


religious studies department. 


The concept of purgatory is neither a 
doctrine nor a dogma because ‘‘nowhere 
in Scripture and theological tradition is 
there a statement that anyone is in 


purgatory.’’ The existence of purgatory is 
a theological theory which Catholics are 
free to accept or reject, Father Kress said. 

Catholics differ in their views on 
purgatory. 

Seventeen out of 36 Catholics 
questioned by Southern Cross said they 
believe in the existence of purgatory; four 
were undecided. 

This month’s issue of U.S. Catholic cites 
a 5-year-old survey, in which 66 percent 
of its respondents expressed their belief in 
purgatory. 

The theory of purgatory is ‘‘an attempt 
by theologians to deal with the problem’”’ 
of where souls are when death occurs 
before the person has satisfied for his sins, 
Father Kress said. 

Because there is not sufficient evidence 
in Scripture or tradition to solve the 
problem of whether there are souls that 
are neither in heaven nor in hell, the 
theory of purgatory developed — that 
“‘after death and before heaven there is 
the possibility of making reparation for 
sin committed,’’ he explained. : 

Historically, Roman Catholics have 
compared sin to a crime which involves 
both guilt and punishment, he said. The 


“Sacrament of Reconciliation, formerly 


called Penance, removed the guilt 
resulting from sin. ‘‘A virtuous life of

Hear call to spread 
their faith; launch 
anti-porn campaign

SAN MARCOS — The Diocesan 
Council of Catholic Women at its annual 
convention Oct. 26 heard an emotionally 
stirring challenge to become more active 
evangelizers, donated $18,000 to the 
diocese for vocations awareness and 
launched local efforts in a nationwide 
anti-pornography campaign. 

Some 286 women and 20 priests of the 
diocese met at St. Mark parish for the 
convention which featured the theme, 
“Accept the Power of Love and Receive 
the Gift of Life.’’ 

The DCCW, a confederation of 
Catholic women’s organizations in the 
diocese, is currently comprised of five 


deanery councils — Escondido, 
Oceanside, San Diego, South Bay and La 
Jolla. 


However, Charlotte Louth, DCCW 
president, said that following up on a 
proposal at last year’s convention, the 
San Diego Deanery is expected to become 
three deaneries of the DCCW — El 
Cajon, University and Cathedral — in 
1989, expanding the number of deanery 
councils to seven. 

In the convention’s keynote address, 
Father Roger Lechner, pastor of 
Resurrection parish, Escondido, urged 
Catholics to overcome lethargy and 
actively spread the Good News of Christ. 

Father Lechner, also dean of the 
Escondido Deanery of the diocese, called 
on the Catholic women and all people of 
the diocese to invite their unchurched and 
fallen-away Catholic friends to Mass, 
share their faith with their neighbors and 
get involved in ‘‘Minister, One to

Another,’’ a diocesan-wide evangelization 
program proposed by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, when it comes to their parishes. 


That extensive program, which is in — 
the planning stages, ‘‘will kill the leech (of 
lethargy) that is sapping from us our gift 
of life,’ Father Lechner said. 


Also at the meeting, DCCW President. 
Louth of St. Mary parish, Escondido, 
presented an $18,000 check to Father 
Justin Langille, director of the diocesan 
Vocations Office. 


The donation was the result of fund- 


raising efforts by the five deanery 
councils. 

The DCCW has now contributed 
$100,765 since 1983. That annual effort is 
in response to Bishop Maher’s request 
that the council adopt vocations 
awareness as it major support project. 

Father Langille said, ‘““The church 
hierarchy is looking for ways to foster 
women’s (participation) in the church. 
You’re not waiting’’ for further ways to 
develop. ‘‘You are already serving’’ in 
concrete ways.

Parish’s action results in safer area

EAST SAN DIEGO — Parishioners of 
Our Lady of Sacred Heart in East San 
Diego feel safer on area streets following 
San Diego Police’s crackdown on drug 
dealing ‘‘hot spots’? identified by parish 
members three months ago. 

“‘We feel a lot more secure on our 
streets now. You don’t even really see the 
blatant drug-dealing going on across from 
the (parish) school,’’ stated Father Frank 
Penko, pastor of Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart parish. 

Last June, members of Our Lady of 
Sacred Heart Church Community 
Organization in San Diego met with San 
Diego police officials to determine a 
course of action against neighborhood 
crimes, particularly drug dealing, that 
were victimizing their neighborhood. 

On Oct. 24 a second meeting was held 
at the parish hall to discuss the results. 

Over 300 members of the concerned 
community, including Mayor Maureen 
O’Connor, listened to the reports by 
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Chief of Police Robert Burgreen, Deputy 
Police Chief Mike Rice and Lt. Bill 
Becker, who is in charge of WECAN 
(Walking Enforcement Campaign 
Against Narcotics), a 40-member foot 
patrol. 

During the four-month period, 304 
arrests were made at four drug “‘hot 
spots’ identified by the community and 
reported to Becker at the initial meeting 
last June. Of those arrested, 270 were 
drug-related, Becker reported. 

Some of those arrested will be tried on a 
federal offense because ‘‘they were caught 
dealing within 1,000 feet of school 
grounds,’’ added Father Panko. 

“The results of this program have been 
excellent. I think our report card reflects 
this,’’ said Becker. 

Since the first meeting with the police 
department, Father Penko said drug- 
dealing in all four places ‘‘has been 
broken up’’ to some extent and ‘‘the 
police should be commended.”’

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There are mysteries, and then there are mysteries. 

Some, like the Holy Trinity, the Incarnation or the 
perpetual virginity of the Mother of God can be accepted 
quite easily. After all, God guarantees them. 

Then there are the more difficult ones, such as 
women’s intuition, feminine logic, and the absolute 
orneriness of mechanical things, from computers to 
automobiles to electric razors. They all defy the best of 
intentions. 

And every four years, in America, one of the greatest 
mysteries of all comes along. Why do so many Americans 
refuse to vote? It’s one of the truly great privileges we 
have as U.S. citizens, but in recent elections, more and 
more people fail to show up at the polls. 

Some people say, ‘“The two major parties are so much 
alike that who can tell the difference?’’ They are bound to 
have much in common, since they both have the good of 
the country in mind, depending on how they perceive it.

That 
has never been the case in the many elections of this 
century, since we have had some remarkable people run 
for president. The difference usually is in style, goals and 
the people they choose to surround them. 

And there are quite a few absent voters who claim that 


_ by not voting they can’t be blamed for any mistakes. That 


is the most illogical reason of all. 

In a parliamentary democracy of the type we enjoy, not 
to vote places one squarely on the side of the winner. By 
saying, in effect, ‘“They are both alike and I don’t care 
which one wins,’’ the non-voter has, in fact, chosen the 
one who does win. 

If you didn’t vote in 1984, you actually helped Reagan 
win. If you remained neutral in 1980, you actually chose 
Reagan. To abstain from voting is a direct choice for the 
final victor. 

According to a recent poll in Newsweek magazine, many 
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of today’s voters are being turned off by the negative 
campaigns. The lies, distortions and half-truths are a 
serious matter and are ethically unjustifiable. 

However, they are a historical part of free campaigns. 
At the turn of the century, one candidate accused his 
opponent of being the champion of ‘Rum, Romanism 
and rebellion.’’ Grover Cleveland was defended from his 
detractors with the phrase, ‘‘We love him for the enemies 
he has made.”’ 

The back-room, smoke-filled chambers that were part 
and parcel of pre-TV campaigns have given way to 30- 
and 60-second TV commercials that are more style than 
substance. The TV debate that served the country so well 
in the Kennedy-Nixon campaign has degenerated into a 
pre-packaged show. 

None of this should stop the thoughtful, patriotic 
citizen from taking the time to find out what the issues are 
and where the candidates and their respective parties 
stand on them. 

We each have issues that have special meaning for us. 
The huge national debt that has piled up in the past eight 
years, the trade deficit, the plight of the homeless, the 
bankruptcy of so many farmers as well as banks are just a 
handful that will affect our own quality of life in the years 
ahead. There are pro-life issues, foreign policy matters 
and the national defense that must concern us all. 

Thank God, we live in a country where we are free to 
express ourselves on these issues. November 8th is our 
golden opportunity this year.

Campaigning for life 


In 1984 the New England bishops issued an election 
year statement which said that although they were 
concerned about many other issues, above all nuclear 
war, they felt abortion should take top priority in 
determining how Catholics vote. ‘“‘While nuclear 
holocaust is a future possibility,’ they wrote, “‘the 
holocaust of abortion is a present reality.”’ 


This year the four Massachusetts bishops, headed by — 


Cardinal Law of Boston, issued a very different election 
year statement which, instead of focusing on abortion, 
emphasized the moral values which connect all the life- 
related issues. ‘“Together we can shape the future of our 
society by calling attention to the values guiding our 
common life,’’ the 1988 statement says. 

This shift — from stressing the need to outlaw abortion 
to stressing the values which underlie the Church’s 
prohibition of abortion — does not mean that Cardinal 
Law and the other bishops who signed the new statement 
have changed their minds on abortion. Other statements 
and actions have made it quite clear they still regard it as a 
major issue. 

What the 1988 statement does seem to indicate, 
however, is a shift in methods. There are many reasons 
for this change in tactics — which many other Church 
leaders have also adopted — but probably the most 
important is simple experience. The experience of the 
past two presidential elections seems to be that voting for 
candidates only because they oppose abortion does little if 
anything to actually stop or even decrease the number of 
abortions taking place. 

Recently I interviewed Pat Buchanan, the conservative 
Catholic writer and political activist who worked in the 
White House for President Reagan. I asked him what 
impact he felt President Reagan has had on the moral 


issues such as pornography and abortion which led many 
Catholic voters to support him in 1980 and 1984. 
‘‘There’s not really much a president can do. We 


found that out,’’ Buchanan answered. ‘‘Because when 
you look at the issue of pornography, or if you look at the 
abortion issue, they’re all consequences basically — first 
of Supreme Court decisions which allow them — but 
second of our society which is very hedonistic. The court 
permitted the 20 million abortions which have taken 
place, but they were performed by private enterprise,’’ he 
said. 

‘“‘The problem is not with the Supreme Court,’’ he 
added, ‘‘the problem is with us. Even if the Supreme 
Court reversed Roe v. Wade, we’re only going back to 
the situation where we were before — back to the states.’ 

Changing laws in a democracy requires changing 
minds, and thus far the anti-abortion movement has not 
succeeded in changing very many minds — at least not 
according to the polls. 

People change their minds on moral issues only when 
their values change — and people do not 
compartmentalize their values, applying one set of values 
to one issue and a different set of values to another issue. 
The only hope for ending abortion is to raise the value of 
life itself to such a high level in our society that it becomes 
unthinkable to deliberately end any life under any 
circumstances.

‘Bush says no 


‘litmus test’ for 
judicial appointees

HARTFORD, Conn. — Vice Presi- 
dent George Bush told National Catholic 
News Service in a face-to-face interview 
recently that as president he would have 
no “‘litmus test’’ on the issue of abortion 
for his appointments to the Supreme 
Court or other courts. 

Bush, the Republican candidate for 
president, granted the interview during a 
campagin swing through Hartford to two 
national Catholic weeklies and NC, 
whose subscribers include Catholic 
diocesan newspapers, including Southern 
Cross, throughout the country. Also 
participating in the interview were Our 
Sunday Visitor and the National Catholic 
Register. 

Bush in the interview said judicial ap- 
pointees should be individuals who will 
interpret the Constitution and not 
legislate ‘‘from the bench.”’ 

‘*There will not be a litmus test,’’ he 
said. ‘‘There will be a conviction on my 
part that the man or woman to be ap- 
pointed will have one fundamental com- 
mitment and that is to avoid legislating 
from the bench and simply interpret the 
Constitution.”’ 

Bush also said: . 

e Exceptions to an abortion ban for 
rape, incest or if the life of the mother is 
threatened are necessary. ‘‘because of the 
trauma to the mother.”’ 

e He supports trying an education 
voucher system in a ‘‘model program’’ 
and said he was for tuition tax credits but 
would not pledge to enact them in a first 
term because of the cost. 

¢ He favors a federal response to 
homelessness but said the solution was not 
“‘the sole responsibility’’ of the federal 
government. . 

© Rising health care costs could be 
brought down with more home care and 
by letting people “‘buy into’’ Medicare, 
which health-policy experts say,could cost 
upwards of $10 billion a year. 

On the abortion issue, Bush said he 
believed ‘‘an unborn child has rights’’ but 
that ‘‘sometimes, as in life of the mother, 
you have to sort out your exceptions ... 
because of the trauma to the mother.”’ 

Asked about his and his party 
platform’s approval of capital punish- 
ment, Bush said he distinguished between 
“Gnnocent and non-innocent life.’’ 

He said the view may differ from the 
Catholic bishops’ concept of a ‘‘consistent 
ethic of life’? — that all life issues should 
be seen as a “‘seamless garment’’ — but 
not, he felt, with Catholics in general. 

“‘T can understand and have respect for 
the Catholic hierarchy whose position is 
don’t take any life,’’ he said. ‘“But I make 
the distinction between innocent life and 
non-innocent life ... . I’m absolutely con- 
vinced that people who commit ... most 
heinous crimes should indeed pay with 
their life.’’ 

Asked how a Bush administration 
would address homelessness, he said he 
was a strong supporter of ‘‘fully funding”’ 
the McKinney Act as the federal 


response. The act requires federal agen- 


cies to turn over buildings and land 
suitable for shelters to local governments 
and non-profit organizations. 


Since the McKinney Act became law in 
July 1987, the government has identified 
only 12 properties nationwide it said were 
suitable as homeless shelters. Of these, 
four have been transferred to social ser- 
vice agencies. 


Bush also said the solution to 
homelessness was ‘‘not the sole respon- 
sibility of the federal government’’ and 
called for ‘“building on the volunteer sec- 
torey 

The vice president repeated his now 
oft-used image of ‘‘a thousand points of 
light,’’ referring to ‘‘a thousand kinds of 
institutions,’’ such as churches, volunteer 
organizations and public-private partner- 
ships that are helping the poor. 

He also said more should be done for 
mental patients who, he said, make up 30

percent of the homeless. 


Bush called homelessness ‘‘a tough 
problem, one that’s very much on the 


conscience, as it should be, of the 
American people.”’ 
The vice president seemed more 


cautious than in the past on the issues of 
vouchers or tuition tax credits for parents 
of non-public school students. He said he 
favored trying vouchers in a model pro- 
gram and said he would not pledge hav- 
ing tuition tax credits ‘‘enacted in the first 
term of a Bush presidency because of the 
cost.”

Questions posed in the interview with 
Dukakis paralleled those asked of the 
Republican presidential candidate, Vice 
President George Bush, in a Catholic press 
interview Sept. 30. 

“‘T don’t know of any issue that divides 
George Bush and me more than this one”’ 
of homelessness, Dukakis said. ‘‘The 
reason we have homeless people today is 
because we have cut back on 90 percent of 
our commitment to build affordable 
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income.”’ 

While there always have been mentally 
and emotionally ill people living on the 
streets, said Dukakis, until recently ‘‘we 
didn’t have this phenomenon of thousands 
— millions of people in this country — 
sleeping in our streets daily.”’ 

To assist homeless families and others, 
Dukakis proposed ‘‘a national partnership 
for affordable housing, which would in- 
volve builders, developers, bankers, chur- 
ches, community action agencies, building 
trade unions, with real leadership from the 
president and from the federal govern- 
ment’’ to provide housing in ‘‘mixed- 
income communities. ”’ 

Massachusetts has such a program 
“‘which hasbeen very successful,’’ Dukakis 
said. ‘‘I want to do that nationwide.”’ 

“I’m not talking about large, high-rise 
(public housing) projects,’’ he added. 
““They did not work and we shouldn’t do 
that again.’’ 

He likewise cited Massachusetts’ efforts 
in providing prenatal care for indigent 
women and said that his advocacy of it does 
not conflict with his abortion views. 

Dukakis, during the campaign, has urg- 
ed that acomprehensive program to protect 
pregnant women and fetal life be im- 
plemented nationwide. 

“‘T don’t favor abortion. I don’t think it’s” 
a good thing,’’ he said. ‘‘The question is, 
‘who should make the decision?’ In my 
judgment, it has to be the woman, in the ex- 
ercise of her own conscience and religious 
beliefs, who makes that decision.”’ 

He added regarding prenatal care, ‘‘I 
want to do everything we possibly can to 
make it possible for babies to grow up 
healthy, to get good care, for their mothers 
to get good care. My state is one of the few 
statesin the country that doesthat. I’mvery 
proudofthat.”’ 

He also suggested that abortion and the 
death penalty, which he adamantly op- 
poses, ‘“are separate issues.”’ 

Dukakis criticized a judicial ‘‘litmus 
testes, 

““Those are not appropriate tests of 
whether or not somebody would or would 
not be a good judge,”’ he said. ‘‘I think it is 
inappropriate and unacceptable to have a 
litmus test for judicial appointments. 

“‘T want people (as judges), obviously, 
who understand the Constitution, are com- 
mitted to equality of opportunity, and the 
things guaranteed by the Bill of Rights to 
the Constitution.”’ 

He also pledged that he would address 
the dilemma of inadequate health care for 
the poor and the closing of hospitals, in- 
cluding those run by religious institutions, 
which have assisted the poor. 

“We have millions and millions of peo- 
ple who don’t have health insurance,”’ the 
governor said. ‘‘One of the reasons that the 
hospitals are in such bad shape is because 
they’re providing an enormous amount of 
free care on account of people who do not 
have healthinsurance.”’ ; 

He said Massachusetts is the only state to 
set up a statewide health insurance pro- 
gram. ‘‘But I think it’s time we did it all 
overthiscountry.”’

SACRAMENTO — A questionnaire 
sent by the California Catholic 
Conference to incumbent Sen. Pete 
Wilson (R-San Diego) and challenger Lt. 

Leo McCarthy, a Democrat, 
revealed substantial agreement between 
the two candidates on a wide range of 
specific issues of interest to Catholics. 

The survey was designed to help 
California’s nearly 6 million Catholics 
assess the candidates on issues deemed 
important to them. 

The questionnaire was prepared and 
sent out by Julie Sly, CCC director of 
public information and communications 
who distributed the answers to the editors 
of Catholic newspapers in the state. 

Both Wilson and McCarthy support 
the International Nuclear Freeze agree- 
ment, deployment of the MX missile and 
a treaty banning chemical weapons. 

~ Both McCarthy, a Catholic, and 
Wilson favor keeping the death penalty, 
are opposed to a constitutional 
amendment banning abortion, are 
staunch supporters of Israel, are vocal 
critics of South Africa, and favor 
increased U.S. development assistance to 
Third World countries in need. 

Predictably, Wilson and McCarthy 
strongly disagreed on a roughly equal 
number of issues, which Sly’s 
questionnaire put in the following 
categories:

Asked what programs they suggested to 
combat hunger, homelessness and 
poverty in the United States, both 
candidates stressed employment as the 
key to reducing or eliminating these 
problems.

Hispanic leaders chart 
pastoral plan course 


LOS ALTOS — The official national 
advisory committee of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference’s Secretariat for Hispanic 
Affairs met at St. Joseph’s Center Oct. 14 
- 16 to discuss strategies for the 
implementation of the national Hispanic 
pastoral plan. 

The score of prominent Hispanic 
Catholic leaders reportedly came away 
without a budget but with a better 
understanding of the challenge before 
them. 

The pastoral plan for the nation’s 20 
million Hispanics — 85 percent of them 
Catholic — was approved by the U.S. 


bishops’ conference last November and - 


calls for a major campaign focusing on 
evangelization, education, leadership 
development and social justice. 

To aid in implementing the plan, 
committee members from regional 
Hispanic institutes will publish three 
books for U.S. Hispanic ministry centers 
and sponsor two national conferences in 
1989. The first will be held in 


Washington, D.C: in May, and the- 


second in Miami in October. 

At the meeting, committee members 
representing the concerns of youth, 
women and deacons reported they were 
encouraged by the approval of the 


pastoral plan, but expressed hope that 
more ‘‘grass roots’” Hispanics be brought 
into the process. 

Among other priorities, the plan calls 
for a national youth ‘‘encuentro”’ in 
1999, so youth councils are presently 
being organized across the country. 

Carmen Villegas, coordinator of Las 
Hermanas, a nationwide association of 
Hispanic lay and Religious women, called 
the pastoral plan both ‘“‘the best thing 
that’s happened to the U.S. church’’ and 
“the vehicle we’re going to use to 
empower ‘El Pueblo Hispano.’ ”’ 

Deacon Daniel Ravelo, president of the 
500-member National Association of 
Hispanic Deacons, said most of the 
nation’s 1,300 Hispanic deacons see the 
importance of the pastoral plan and 
support it.“ 

Ravelo said that ‘‘in many parts of the 
country, the majority of the Hispanic 
clergy are deacons.’’

PITTSBURGH — Joan Andrews, 
whose jailing in Florida for anti-abortion 
activities drew national attention, was 
freed Oct. 18 after her Florida sentence was 
commuted and a judge sentenced her to 
time served on a trespassing charge in 
Pittsburgh. 

The 40-year-old was sentenced to five 
years in prison in 1986 after being 
convicted of burglary, resisting arrest and 
criminal mischief at an abortion clinic in 
Pensacola, Fla. 

She spent two years in prison in Florida 
and in Claymont, Del., near her family. 
During much of the time in Florida she was 
in solitary confinement for refusing to 
cooperate with prison officials. 

Some pro-life groups had launched a 
national campaign calling for clemency ora 
commutation of Andrews’ sentence. 

Florida Gov. Bob Martinez 
conditionally commuted her sentence, and 
she was released Oct. 16 into the custody of 
Pennsylvania law enforcement officials for 
sentencing in the Pennsylvania case. 

Andrews hasbeen arrested 135 times and 
convicted 15 times for her role in anti- 
abortion actions around the United States.

Seafarers’ advocate 
urges chaplains’ help 


HOUSTON — Chaplains must help 
humanize the conditions of seafarers, who 
are often victims of abusive business 
practices, an advocate of seamens’ rights 
told the North American Maritime 
Ministries Conference. 

Held in September, the conference was 
attended by 186 U.S., Canadian and 
European religious delegates, including 
Catholics, involved in the apostleship of 
the sea. 

Sailors are often victims of a “‘common 
thread of disregard for the law among sea 
operators,’’ said Paul Chapman, director 
of the Center for Seafarer’s Rights in 
New York, and so chaplains must commit 
themselves to ‘“‘humanize the seafarer’s 
condition.” 

As port chaplains, ‘‘our accountability 
is to the seafarers under God and not to 
unions or owners,’’ Chapman said. 

Adding what he believed to be a port 
chaplain’s responsibility, Deacon William 
Pollock, chaplain of the port of San Diego 
said, ‘“The bottom line is that when we go 
aboard ships, we respond to the seafarer’s 
immediate needs, such as safety. They’ll 
tell us when they want to talk religion.”’ 

Loyalty to- God might demand 
involvement on the political level, 
Chapman continued, because ‘‘ we live in 
the nasty, grubby waterfront, not on a 
hill.”’ 

Most countries where ships are 
registered have laws to protect the fights 
of seafarer but ‘‘one thing is to pass a law 
... to enforce it is another matter.”’ 

‘‘The seafarer often has little 
opportunity to appeal to a higher 
authority’ for his rights, Chapman said. 
Because of ‘‘an immense enforcement 
vacuum,” the seafarer has to depend on 
the good will of the operator which often 
is lacking. 

Responding to this, Deacon Pollock 
said, ‘‘San Diego isn’t a very busy port so 
we don’t have as many ugly problems.”’ 

Chapman encouraged conference 
participants to write their senators and 
representatives to ufge the enforcement of 
an international agreement ratified by 
Congress. The agreement, International 
Labor Organization convention No. 147, 
dealing with a seafarer’s working and 
living conditions, becomes law in June 
1989. 

The agreement provides for basic rights 
to medical care, accommodations, food, 
safety, collective bargaining and union 
membership. aa

Youth realize parental 
relationships are not perfect 


Dear Bob, 

My parents will be married 20 years 
next month, but they’re getting a divorce. 
I’m having a hard time with this because 
this is the first real dramatic thing that’s 
ever happened to me.

I’ve always thought that they’ve had a 
perfect marriage and so I don’t 
understand how all of a sudden this could 
happen. I don’t think I’ll be able to 
handle living with just one parent because 
I need both of them. I don’t want to end 
up growing apart from my mom because 
I’m not living with her. This is putting a 
great stress on me and I can’t 
concentrate. 


Confused 


Dear Confused, 

I can understand how you would feel 
stressed out. I imagine your head feels so 
full of conflicting and unrelated thoughts 
and memories that it aches. All I can tell 
you is that it will clear up, given time. 

I can’t help but think your parents are 
feeling some of the same types of pain that 
you are. Chances are also good that they 
feel a great deal of guilt. Letting them 
know how much you love and care about 
each of them is extremely important right 
now for your well-being as well as theirs. I 
don’t know how old your brother is, but if 
he’s old- enough to talk, he’ll want to 
know that you will keep loving him as 
well. 

In any case, let your parents know what 
you are feeling. Ask them how they are 
feeling. Listen to them. Let them know 
how much you love them. Expect them to 
be confused, irritable and generally weird 
for a. while. Basically, you will all be 
learning new roles, and that is going to 
hurt for a while. 

My last suggestion is my most 
important. Pray often for your parents, 
your brother and yourself. Ask the Lord 
to give all of you strength and courage. 
He’ll get you through this. 


Dear Bob, 

The parents of one of my close friends 
are getting separated. When we talk 
about it, I never know what to say to 
make her feel better. She is always telling 
me how angry her parents make her and 
how she hates them. How can I help?

Dear Wondering, 

Watching a close friend suffer is 
painful. It is as if we share in their 
experience of that hurt. It is natural to 
want to make it stop, to make it feel 
better. But sometimes that is not the best 
thing to do. 

Your friend will face the issue of her 
parents’ separation for a long time. She 
will need friends she can count on to listen 
to her, cry with her and confront her. 

You can’t fix her problem anymore 
than she can. If you succeed in making 
her feel better right now, how will she feel 
in a couple of hours? Will she have faced 
the realities of her parents’ separation? 

In your prayers, ask that God will 
strengthen her and be with her during 
these hard times.

adult ministries in the 
Monterey, Calif. 

Believing that God had already created 
in them, he told the youth to look within 
themselves for their gifts and appreciate 
what God has given them. 

The Hispanic youth should be proud to 
share their traditions and cultures with 
the American culture and to “‘be proud of 
who you are,’’ said Mancias. 

He also stressed the importance of 
sharing themselves and their gifts with 
others and to accept others. 

A Native American Indian, Mancias 
closed his address with a prayer which he 
recited in his native tongue to the four 
winds (North, South, East and West) 
accompanied by burning sage. 

During the day, the participants also 
attended workshops based on the overall 
theme.

‘‘When we’re at a high-stressed time, 
we often abuse ourselves both physically 
and mentally (e.g. no sleep, junk food). 
We have’ to replenish our bodies and 
minds,’’ said Powers. 

Youth day participant Julio Garcia, 
from Our Lady of Mount Carmel Church 
in San Ysidro, said he believed the day 
was worthwhile. 

“You get closer to God and learn new 
things. There are no pressures here,’’ he 
said. z : 

Travis VanderLinden from Sacred

of people. They talk more loosely about 
the church — they discuss important 
issues, issues that cause some people to 
leave the church.”’

Dying for our faith 


The most vexatious time for most Catholics each week is 
getting out of the church parking lot after Mass on Sunday. All 
that Christian love and charity flies out of the car window! 


Yet for missionaries around the world their faith calls for 
putting their very lives on the line. Not a week passes without a 
Catholic missionary somewhere getting killed for our faith. Last 
year 76 missionaries were killed in the line of duty. 


Typical is the case of a young Divine Word priest recently 


killed on the island of Mindanao in the Phillipines. 


Father 


Mario Estorba was only. 36 years old when guerilla fighters shot 


him at La Paz on Mindanao. 


He was born in the Phillipines in 1952, entered the society of 
Missionaries of the Divine Word in 1974, took his first vows in 
1976, made his profession and was ordained in 1980.

conditions.”’ 

Wilson stated that he opposes “‘the use 
of federal funds for abortions, except in 
the cases of rape, incest or when. the 
mother’s life is in danger.”’ 


He also said he has supported ‘‘specific 


protections in the Grove City Bill for 


religious institutions that receive federal 
funds but do not offer abortions due to 
moral objection to that practice.”’ 


Immigration and Refugee Policy 


Asked how he would address the 
situation of undocumented immigrants 
who did not qualify for amnesty and those 
who will continue to arrive, Wilson said 
he is a strong supporter of the 
Immigration Reform Bill. 

Responding to the same question, 
McCarthy said the root problem is the 
level of economic disparity and 
unemployment in Mexico. He said he 
favored helping Mexico create more 
economic opportunity for its own citizens, 
and that the U.S. must continue to limit 
the entry of undocumented persons. 

On specific immigration questions, 
both candidates said they support 
legislation that would’ keep 
undocumented families together when 
they apply for legal status and legislation 
that would offer temporary safe haven for 
persons displaced by war, civil 
disturbance or natural calamity. Wilson 
said safe haven legislation already exists. 

McCarthy opposes a cap on_ the 
number of refugees admitted to the U.S. 
each year; Wilson supports such a cap. 


Regional conflicts in the World 


The candidates were diametrically 
opposed on the issue of aid to the 
Nicaraguan Contras. McCarthy 
expressed firm opposition to the Contras, 
saying the U.S. should support a regional 
solution to the conflicts in Central 
America. Wilson said he favors aid to the 
Contras, which he called ‘‘freedom 
fighters.” 

Both candidates reiterated their strong 
commitment to an independent and 
secure Israel as the key to U.S. policy in 
the Middle East. Both also said they favor 
increased political and-economic pressure 
on the government of South Africa to 
dismantle apartheid, and McCarthy 
added that he favored increased economic 
sanctions against Pretoria. 


Education/Child Care 


Wilson supports a federal tuition tax 
credit or voucher for the parents of 


private or parochial school students. 
McCarthy opposes it. 

Both men expressed strong support for 
an expansion of low-cost child care for 
working single parents and couples. 
McCarthy supports the federal act for 
better child care, combined with private- 


public partnerships to finance new and 


better child care. 


Wilson said he is the author of ‘the 
‘*Kids in Daycare Services Act of 1988,”’ 
designed to increase federal funding for 
development, expansion and 
establishment of daycare services. Under 
Wilson’s proposed plan, individuals 
would earn tax credits and businesses 
would be rewarded for providing child 
care for employees. 

Wilson and McCarthy both said they 
support the assurance of a college 
education for all young adults who desire 
one, but neither made any. concrete 
proposals. Wilson said he supports federal 
funding and scholarships for those who 
cannot afford tuition and McCarthy said 
he supports those and suggested an 
innovative savings plan to be used for 
college education. 


McCarthy wrote that we must focus on 
at-risk groups in early childhood through 
nutrition and education programs. He 
also advocated vocational education, job 
training and the rigorous enforcement of 
civil rights legislation. 

Both men said they support efforts to 
raise the federal minimum wage, but 
Wilson added that he thinks $4.25 per 
hour is enough. In addition, both 
McCarthy and Wilson said they would 
lower the federal debt and deficit through 
reduced government spending. 


The question on college education was 
the last one on the questionnaire.

Our strength in the area does not change. 
We will continue to do what we’ve been 
doing,’’ he said. 

The lieutenant recommended the 
community stay active as a large group, 
continue to record observances and use its 
power and influence to bring about 
change. 

In response, Father Penko said, ‘“‘We 
will continue. to keep calling (the police) 
and complaining.’’ 

The community will also continue to 


meet every Monday night to deal with 


other community problems in addition to 
the drug issue, he said.
